At long last we have our own Community Centre with facilities for all age group 
activities. 


Thanks must be given to the Parish Council and especially to the past and pres-~ 
ent Chairmen in making it possible for the few enthusiasts and helpers to 
develop the remaining old Windmill School buildings and playing fields into 

a community complex. 


The remaining long portal concrete frame building formerly split into four 
working class school rooms (woodwork, home economics, etc) allows the initial 
development of halls with the lavatories, showers, cloakrooms and kitchen. 


The first unit to be tenanted was by the Brownies, Guides, Cubs and Scouts - 
cleared and decorated by themselves. It is pleasing to see these youngsters 
enjoying themselves and making use of the playing fields for outside activities. 


After the big job of glazing the many broken windows throughout the whole build- 
ing the far West Hall was tackled, cleared of debris and completely redecorated. 
This Hall with nice warm orange curtains, sunclear lampshades and heaters makes 
it very attractive for functions. The Middle Hall was next to be tackled, cleared 
and decorated and is being used as a bar and for refreshment purposes with kitchen 
facilities. The East Hall recently gutted and cleared now awaits decoration. 
This Hall can be enlarged by adding adjacent areas for bigger functions. 


From the photographs of the Community Centre and playing fields all will appre- 
ciate the facilities for indoor and outdoor activities. There are many possi- 
bilities for the use of the Hall these are just a few:-

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DEDDINGTON PEOPLE - EDDIE LINES 


Several descriptions come to mind about this 74 year old character - striding to 
the Congregational Church with children skipping around him, marching sharply up 
the street with papers under his arm to the Holly Tree Club, or his rear view 
underneath the bonnet of his car. . December sees him in a red and white cloak 
with hood and a long white beard - Father Christmas is off on his rounds. 

"Isn't Mr Lines kind Mummy, giving Father Christmas a loan of hts car" summarises 
it all. 


At 14 he was helping his Aunt and Uncle at the Hempton Stores and a year later he 
was delivering orders by motorbike and side-car, collecting eggs to be taken to 
London -, this commenced the long acquaintance with the streets of London. 


Eddie married Dora Smith, a 
Deddingtonian. They have two 
daughters, seven grandchildren 
and two great grandchildren. 


Their first house was one of 
six early council houses built 
. opposite the old Windmill cot- 
tages up the Hempton Road. 
Later he purchased Cotswold 
House adjacent to Dora's 
mother. (A kind old lady 

who always had a smile and 

a wave for you). 


An early job was with a 
haulage contractor at Middle 
Barton and he drove a Leyland 
lorry with solid tyres, the 
first Albion diesel lorry in 
the County. Then a long dis- 
tance driver for Alcan and 20 
years as an Alcan chauffeur. 


Eddie started cutting hair 

with the war time evacuees Dora and Eddie Lines on thetr Golden Wedding Anniversary 
"T couldn't bear to see them 
going round wtth long hair". 
This job still continues with the senior citizens of the village. 


Eddie's devotion to his Church is all but a legend - 60 years a member and 46 years 
a Sunday School Superintendent indicates his faith in young people. As leader of 
the Holly Tree Club he demonstrates his attitude to the senior citizens. The Holly 
Tree Club, according to Eddie, was originally the village doss-house! 


A past Parish Councillor, a Trustee of the Deddington Almshouses and a member of 
the Holly Tree Deddington Housing Association he recalls how busy the village was 
in the old days - not with motor cars but with horses - especially at the Puddin 
and Pie Fair when Bostock and Wormwall's Menagerie was set up in the Market Square. 
There was continual activity at the Castle Grounds, with its own groundsman, paid 
for by the returns of events. 


Eddie recalls that Deddington had its own street gas lighting long before Kidlington, 
the gas. being made on the site now. represented by the Gas House. 


"T have found contentment in my work and my fatth ts my support" that's Eddie Lines.

GOOD NEIGHBOUR SCHEME 


As in any village Deddington folk have their share of problems and crises and 
at such times we all need a helping hand. Very often a friend can quickly be 
found to give what aid is needed. Sometimes it is more difficult if a par- 
ticular friend is unavailable or for people who are less able to contact 
people or who are without a vast circle of able bodied friends. 


The sort of problems involved range from sudden illness or accident in the 
family when transport or babysitting is needed quickly - to help with hospital 
visiting and appointments. Often the problem is not medical but help is 
needed just the same, 


The 'Fish' Scheme of which I am sure most people have heard and may have been 
involved with, either in earlier years in Deddington or in other areas. It 
should enable the elderly in particular to obtain help when needed and co- 
ordinates the people who need help with those who can give it. 


The scheme is best operated if the village is split into roads and a "steward" 
appointed for each road. Everyone would know how to contact this "steward" 

or "go-between" who armed with names, phone numbers and types of aid offered 
can quickly contact a neighbour who can help. 


We all run into difficulties and there are always people willing to help it's 
just a question of trying to get the two together. 


I hope that lots of good neighbours will be interested and will think it a 
good idea to get a scheme like this working in the village or the good of 
all.

NATURE NOTES 

Winter is the time of year to do a bit of archeological bird nesting. It is 
never wise to bird nest in the summer months because it causes disturbance to 
the nest owners and their young. Without the leaves on the trees the nests 
can be clearly seen, and the material they are made of examined. I have 
lately found a chaffinch and a goldfinch nest containing black and white cow 
hairs from a nearby Friesian herd. A linnet nest in the garden had a dande- 
lion down lining and there is a greenfinch nest with bits of our doormat woven 
among the rootlets of its lining. A robin's nest was made almost completely 
of grass cuttings in a bird box in the apple tree. Low down amongst the 
boambles and nettles are the favourite sites for some warblers, and I found 
one chiff chaff nest near our hen run which was lined with white feathers pre- 
sumably from our Silkies. Once I hung out a bundle of short strands of red 
wool and of course the blackbird wove them into her nest as I intended her to. 


Perhaps the oddest nest I have found was a blackbird's nest taken over by one 
of our bantam hens. We did not find it for some months because it was in the 
hollow of a truncated yew tree trunk. The bantam had by then managed to lay 
17 eggs, some of which fell out onto the ground and gave the game away.
